Liymburn, the Alberta attorneyggener- 
al, considers that possibly the state’s 
econsderation for the conscience can 
be carried too far when he offers lit- 
tle encouragement to ‘a. sect which 
applied to him for ‘exemption’ from 
the law of the province as it was their 
belief that Saturday and not Sunday 
should be observed as a religious day 
of: rest, 

The sect in question is one which 
has never made itself sbjectionable 
because of its beliefs which are no 
doubt founded on what they believe to 
“perfectly valid scriptural authority. 
Yet we believe: that the Attorney- 
General answered perfectly properly 


ithat so long as the law of the land 


continues to be what it is he can give 
them no assurance that they will be 
treated differently from anyone else. 
Even so sacred a thing as conscience 
musi pot be allowed to permit men 
to break the law or refuse to comply 
with it: This is the basis of our dif- 
ficulties with strange migrant sects 
who take the meaning of British: lib- 
erty too literally and therein lies the 
danger; that for every concession ithe 
makes-weifiay rest assured that 
half a dozen more will be asked. And 
where are we going to stop?. 


FATHER OF BRITISH 
PARLIAMENT DEAD 
The death of the Rit. Hon. T. P. 
O’Connor removes a notable and well 
beloved figure from British parlia- 


menitary life and from the field of |, 


London journalism. He sat in the 
House 6f Commons continuously from 
1885 to the day of his death, a ‘stretch 
of 44'years. He was popular with all 
parties. He began his political car- 
eer as an Irish Nationalist, but his 
sunny disposition and uricanny ability 
to make ‘friends prevented him from 
developing ithe bitterness against 
England, which nearly all -his — col- 
leagues displayed. It was not long 
until he was engaged in prometing a 
belbter feeling betteen the two coun- 
tries, and he lived to see the passage 
of the treaty which brought about a 
new era in their relationships. 

For several years he was known as 
the Father of the British House of 
Commons, a title which now pasees 
to Lloyd George. Although a great 
House of Commons man, his fame 
and popularity rested chiefly on his 
literary achievements, He was an 
indefatigable producer of highly read- 
able copy. As a descriptive writer 

raconteur he had few equals. He 
appeared to know everyone of note 
pesonally and to be’ able at will | to 
write entertainly of their foibles as 
wel) as their achievements. On more 
than one occasion his colleagues in 
the House of Commons expressed 
their admiration of the genial Irish- 
man who sat for so many years for 
the Scotland division in Liverpool 
The latest manifestation of -the. kind 
occurred in June last, when he was 
presented with a trust deed providing 
him with an annuity as a recognition 
of his services, It was presented by 
Lord Birkenhead in the presence of 
the leaders of all panties in the House. 

Mr, O’Connor made a notable 
contribution to political biography. 
His life of Disraeli, his volumes on 
Gladstone and his own memoirs. are 
among the mbst interesting and il- 
luminative surveys of a very inter- 
esting period in British political his- 
tory.

nothing more to say. . 

The fact is, the Foreign Secretary 
is cornered. 

Quite obviously what happened - is 
that Rusisia consented to discontinue 
Communist propaganda as a condi- 
tion to her admission to diplomatic 
and trade: relations with Great Brit- 
ain and with her tongue in her cheek 
signed. the agreement to that effect. 
The agreement drafited. by the British 
government contained no specific re- 
ference to the International and now 
the Soviet government is relying on 
its own interpretation of a technical- 
ity, to get-out from under its solemn 
obligation. ‘ 

But witen the Spviet government 
laughed, aloud it laughed too soon. 
There is still time for the British gov- 
ernment. to repudiate the agreement 
by which both sides undertook ‘‘to 
refrain from and to: restrain all per- 
sons under direct or indirect control, 
incuding oganizations in receipt of 
any financial assistance from them,’’ 
from subversive propaganda. If this 
does not include the International; if 
it is not directed especially at the In- 
ternational, how could what the For- 
eign Secretary claims was the Brit- 
ish intention have been made more 
clear,

Having the elevators, Canada 
is able to market when the price is 
favorable. 


PREMIER KING IS VAGUE ON 
ON TARIFF 

Premier King delivered a very 
lengthy speech in Calgary but it con- 
tained little that he had not said pre- 
viously in Winnipeg, Saskatoon and 
other places during his present tour. 
It is significant that the major pro- 
portion of his address dealt with the 
question of tariff. Even in the middle 
west, Mr. King has found more 
general interest in tariff matters than 
in any other subject. He admitted 
he had discovered many of his follow- 
ers in the prairie provinces much dis- 
turbed over the pogsibility of the Un- 
ited States further raising its tariff 
wall against Canadian commodities. It 
is a subject that cannot be ignored 
even jn the wide agrarian belt. 

Mr. King made an elaborate de- 
fence of his policy of wa't-and-see. 
By tying the questions: of tarriff and 
irternational peace ‘together, he 
sought to prove that his now famous 
policy of non-provoceion is the best 
possible under the circumstances. 
Following after his colleague, Colonel 
Ralston, who displayed justifiable 
surprise and satisfaction over the ra- 
pid. industrialization .of..the. west in 
general and Alberta in particular, the 
Prime Minister was compelled to hold 
out th: hope that in the event of a 
serious injury to Canadian trade be- 
ing caused by a heightened U.S. tar- 
iff, his government would counter ef- 
fectively. But he was extremely va- 
gue as to details. 

It is evident that the Prime Minis- 
ter is relying strongly on the hope 
that the proposed Empire Economic 
Conference will provide his party a 
way out of its tariff difficulty. Em- 
pire trade solidarity is a resounding 
term. As a slogan it will be useful in 
drawing attention away from the or2- 
sided nature of Canada’s trade with 
the United States.. In the last fiscal 
year the country to the south sold 
Canada goods to the value of $916,- 
000,000. No sophistries from Mr. 
King: can hide the fact that the Unit- 
ed States sells Canada about twice 
as much as it buys in return. 

Mr. King’s lengthy reference to the 
tariff situation was filled with plat- 
itudes. He avaided definite promis- 
es and definite lines of policy. He 
did not touch such vital points 
as that the United States imposes a 
duty of 42 cents a bushel on Canadian 
wheat and a heavy duty on Canadian 
cattle. Instead, he erected a verbal 
barage of good will to all mankind 
and let it go at that.

A larga representation from  La- 
combe attended the Chicken Supper 
and Board of Trade Meeting in the 
Spring Valley School on Friday eve- 
ning. After full justice had been done 
the tempting viands served by ‘the 
Spring Valley U.F.W.A., G. E. De- 
Long opened the meeting by explain- 
ing that this was the first of a series 
of good-will expeditions which the La- 
combe Beard of Trade hope to’ make 
throughout the district, in an effort 
to become better acquainted and to 
stimulate co-operative relations be- 
tween the town and the rural com- 
munities, Invitations from Spruce~ 
ville and Lakeside have been accepted, 
which engagements the\ Board hopes 
to fill in the near future. 

Enthusiastic community singing led 
by. T.. Wilkes, was followed with a 
welcome by Mrs. W. Keith, on be- 
half of the U.F.W.A. and by A. J. 
Caverhill for the U.F.A,, who ex- 
pressed the pleasure of that organiz- 
ation for the opportunity of meeting 
with the Lacombe members and hoped 
the privilege would be repeated. 

Mayor G. T. Jackson, in his usual 
genial manner, presenited the thanks 
of the delegation for the splendid hos- 
pitality afforded them, and E. H. 
Jones, Barrister, explained the prin- 
ciples and objects of the Board, which 
were to promote good will between 
town and country, to keep open the 
roads and to watch closely all legis- 
lation affecting the district as a 
whole. 

F, H, Reed advanced’a few points 
relative to the scientific side of farm- 
ing, while F. E. McLeod, A. M. Camp- 
bell and N. Campbell briefly express- 
ed themselves as feeling that this in-

The Department are also doing pre- 
liminary work in about twenty dis- 
tricts at present, and it is expect the 
vote will be taken in eight territories 
during the next summer. 

Lacombe territory comprises suffi- 
cient ‘acreage (approximately 500,000 
assessable acres) to build ‘a  thirty- 
bed hospital, costing $60,000. 

The average quarter section tax in 
Municipal Hospital districts is $4.80 
or 3c, per acre, which is.assessed by 
mill rate the same as other taxes. The 
minimum rate in towns, villages and 
hamlets would probably be $6.00.
